Treated Fairly—He Says That 
His Associates Have With- 
held Information 
From Him.

continued to circulate today, but.until 
the trial is resumed in ¢ourt tomorrow 
it will be impossible to say whether or 
not D. M. Delmas will still act in that 
capacity. Rumors of dissension amony 
the six attorneys who have sat at the 
table assigned to the defense since the 
trial began have recently cropped up 
and as often denied. There is no doubt, 
however, that there has been serious 
disagreeménts of some sort and that | 
Mr. Delmas has found some fault with 
the alleged actions of some of his as- 
sociate counsel. 


Cause of Trouble. 

The trouble, according 
current today, rose over the publica- 
of an alleged interview with At- 
torney McPike, partner of Mr. Delmas, 
in which Mr. McPike was quoted as 
criticizing District Attorney Jerome. 
Messrs Hartridge, O'Reilly, Gleason 
and Peabody, also counsel for Thaw, 
are said to have seriously taken Mr, 
McPike to task for the remarks cred- 
ited to him, and Mr. McPike vigorously 
denied the alleged interview. In this 
denial he is said to have been support- 
ed by his partner, Mr. Delmas. 

On Saturday there was a five hours’ 
conference of all the counsel for Thaw 
at Mr. Delmas’ office, and at this meet- 
ing, it is said, Mr. Delmas took occa< 
sion to criticize severely the lack 9f£ 
support upon the part of his associates, 
He declared, it is said, that they had 
done everything to discredit him and 
to make him appear ridiculous, and 
that, although he had been nominally in 
charge ofthe in court since the 
second day of the trial, he had in fact 
been nothing of the sort. 

Asan illustration of this alleged de- 
confuse him, declared, he 
knew nothing of Thaw’'s will and let- 
ters until they were handed to him as 
he was questioning a witness in court.

It may readily be seen how such 
ccnfusion and perplexity will result 
from these differences.

COTTON SEED FOR COTTON. 

1. 1 Am thinking of using my cotton 
ang a. !0—-2——-2 guana, putting about 
400 pounds of guano and 15 bushels of 
seeq per acre. My land will make about 
one-half bale pér acre, with 400 pounds 
of standard guano. 

2. Will it pay to use more or less 
such land? 

3. Will it pay to plow all grades of 
land deep with a two-norse plow? and if 
so, when ought it to be done? Wiil it 
pay to use a Mallory two-horse plow in 
the spring in breaking land? Say, to 
run the middles with the middle buster, 
then put in seed, turning back? 

Answer: !. You have read this de-} 
partment rather hurriedly if you have not! 
seen my repeated articles advising 
against the use of sound cotton Seed as 
a fertilizer. You cannot afford to do it. 
3ut if you insist on doing so, tanen I 
will advise that your 10——2——2 guano 
contains nearly as much nitrogen as 
would be required. Thirty pounds of cot- 
ton seed meal (or 2 1-2 bushels of seed) 
added to each 200-pound bag of the 
guano would make it about right. Bed, 
or list all the seeq at once, and add 
the guano about two weeks before plant- 
ing time According to the above plant- 
vise your 400 pounds of !0——2——2 and 
5 bushels of seed would be a balanced 
compost. 

2. It would pay to use 500 pounds of | 
the guan® and 6 or 7 bushels of the 
seeq (if you insist on using the seed). 

3. Ligat, Sandy. soils may be plowed 
5 or 6 inches deep—in March or early 
in April (if not trashy and grassy, other- 
wise, in the fall). Stiff clay lands should 
be plowed in November 7 to 8 inches 
and replowed ang harrowed and hedded 
up in spring. I do not think it desira- 
ble to bring the guano so deep as would 
be the result of putting in the bottom of 
a big middle thHrasher. Open furrows 
3 1-2 feet wide in tne land previously 
broken, put in your fertilizer, run a 
scooter furrow through it, and list on it 
— or three week’s before planting 
time.

This would analyze: 8.97—-2.69-——2.69, 
or practically 9——2.70——2.70. I am not 
certain that I know what you understand 
by a “standard guano.”” Some call 8——2 
—-2 standard; others i0Q——2—-2. In 
either case the percentages of both nitro- 
gen and potash are lower (or the phos- 
phoric acid is higher) than I have found}
